The Tudor and mid-\7th-century quadrangular 
house was considerably altered and its principal 
rooms redecorated at the beginning of the 19th 
century, probably by John Mills. It contains an 
interesting but comparatively unknown collection 


of pictures and French furniture.

FARMING NOTES 
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NO RABBITS 


OW much marginal production 
should we attribute this year 
to the absence of rabbits? The 


extra corn that is growing right up to 
the edge of the fields adjoining wood 
lands and rough grazing and_ the 
amount of extra herbage in the gras 
fields, whether cut for hay or silage or 
grazed, must amount altogether 

extra 5 per cent itput on many 
farms. In some places it is more Id 
not remember seeing o little growt!l 
spoilt, and this has been a season of 
full growth The extra barley now 
coming to harvest will be especially 
valuable in raising the amount of 
home-grown feeding-stufts available in 
the coming year. In many district 
the barley acreage has been increased 
at the expense of wheat because s« 
little autumn sowing was possible. The 
barley crops generally look well Ni 
rabbits and this kindly summer mak« 
the farming scene look happier than 
at any time over the past few years 
Can we keep the country clear of 
rabbits? Many counties are now adopt 
ing schemes for rabbit clearance ar 


which, if everyone will co-operate 
should prevent the rabbits ever getting 
a hold again. Near me one or two have 
appeared, and according to the find 
ings of the Ministry’s experts two 
specimens which have been trapped 
have developed immunity to myxo 
matosis. If all the burrows are blocked 
and inspected once a week it ought to 
be possible to prevent rabbits estab 
lishing themselves again. How many 
we have in the district will be seen 
more clearly when we cut the corn 
Possibly some are living out and not 
showing themselves round the old 
burrows 


French Wheat 


GARME RS have readily through the 
year been able to find a market for 
all the sound wheat offered for sale 
This assurance is given by the Minister 
of Agriculture. Flour millers pur 
chased 1,378,000 tons of home-grown 
wheat of the 1954 crop and 1,644,000 
tons from the 1953 crop. Acreage and 
yields were down in 1954, and the im 
portant matter from the farmer 
point of view is that all the sound 
wheat offered for sale was taken up in 
both year Only about one-third of 
the total amount of wheat used for 
flour is in fact grown at home. A good 
part, perhaps half, of the home crop i 
used for feeding the poultry and other 
livestock Farmers would, of course 
like to see the millers keener to buy 
English wheat, especially during the 
three months from harvest onward 
when farmers are anxious to effect 
quick sales of part of the crop The 
market conditions after last harvest 
were made more difficult by the im 
portation of soft wheat from France 
which carries an export subsidy. Many 
farmers would welcome action by the 
Government to keep out rench wheat 
at this time so as to ensure the home 
grower first place in the home market 
gut Minister have made clear thei 
anxiety to foster as much international 
trade as possible, and they argue that 
the cheaper Britain can buy grain 
from any part of the world the better 
for our economy 1dding that in any
